But  when  he  was  advanced  near  to 
years  of  maturity,  he  fell  into  difcourfe 
with  fome  pious  chriftians,  who  firft 
gave  him  a  view  of  the  bleflings  to  be 
obtained  through  the  belief  of  Telus 
Chrift.

A  few  nights  after  this,  being  in  bed, 
the  fame  voice  accofted  him,  in  an 
angry  tone,  faying, 

“  Ifhmael,  Ifhmael,  wilt  thou  ft  ill 
continue  unbelieving?” 

He  then  anfwered,  “  Lord,  thy 
fervaut  doth  believe  ;  teach  him  to  obey 
thee.” 

Command  was  then  given  him  in  the 

following  words  :  - 

«  Gird  up  thy  loins,  take  thy  botv 
tie  and  thy  ferip,  and  offer  up  my 
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and  blood,  as  a  redemption  for  dnners, 
in  every  part  of  the  world.  Where 
thou  goed  will  I  be,  fu sporting  thee 
thro’  every  difficulty .” 

In  confque.ice  of  this  command,  he 
has  travelled  into  various  parts  of  Eu¬ 
rope,  and  made  a  number  of  converts 
to  chridianity. 

In  Poland  he  wept  for  the  calamities 
that  unhappy  kingdom  was  doomed  to 
fuffer  by  the  ravages  of  war  ;  he  ear - 
tieftly  entreated  the  Potifh  nobility  tO' 
behave  with  more  humanity  to  their 
vaflals,  and  not  treat  them  as  ilwes, 
lead  God  ffiould  reduce  the  noblemerr 
of  Poland  to  the  mod  abjedt  and  fer- 
vile  dotations.
